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Met with Ed Braswell and John Goldsmith, of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee staff, who said they have further 
reason to believe that Senator Symington will concentrate his efforts regarding 
Laos on a bill limiting the amount of U. S. funds spent there, rather than 
prohibiting the use of third country "volunteers. " Therefore, they would 
like us to provide, as back-up material for Senator Stennis' use in the Laos 
debates, some arguments emphasizing the serious consequences of any 
substantial cuts in funds for programs in Laos for which the Agency is 
responsible.
